Holy Spirit, Pastor Says

San Antonio, Texas, M arch 15.— 
General 
Frederick 
Funston, com­ 
mander-in-chief 
of troops on 
the 
border, predicted today in an inter­ 
view with the United Press that 
the 
chase for V illa will be a hard and 
difficult campaign. 
He said General 
Pershing, commander 
in the 
field, 
has his orders and will leave when 
ready. 
“ I hope the American people ap­ 
preciate,” said Funston, “ that this 
is going to be a hard and very diffi­ 
cult campaign. 
It may be along one 
also. 
“ One of the best features is tbe 
fact that the troops are in splendid 
shape. 
From a physical standpoint 
they could not be better. 
The time 
that most of them have had on the 
border has hardened and toughened 
them for just the sort of campaign 
they must undergo. 
But it is going 
to be a hard job. 
“ V illa has fled to one of the most 
desolate countries 
in the 
world. 
W hat nature did not do for it in 
this respect the fighting factions in 
Mexico have done. 
Unless we go in 
there sufficiently supplied with food 
and fodder to take care of the pro­ 


blems of 
subsistence 
entirely, we 
would be defeated 
by nature 
long 
before we met V illa forces. 
There 
is nothing left 
in all the 
vast and 
naked region for us to buy or take.” 
“ I believe that 
our 
aeroplanes 
are going to be of great value to us 
in scouting work in this campaign. 
It will be the first time that we have 
ever used our 
planes 
under 
these 
conditions and I have great hope in 
their success. 
“ I hope that the American people 
understand 
the reason for the ap­ 
parent delay in crossing the border 
and starting the chase. 
It would 
have been sheer folly for us to have 
continued the chase the day of the 
raid. We had about 250 men against 
V illa’s 1500 and possibly more. 
Our 
men had 
no 
supplies 
with them. 
They might have continued a runn­ 
ing fight 
and killed 
a few 
more 
Vdhstas but unless they could have 
actually captured Villa, no particu­ 
larly m ilitary advantage would have 
been gained. Had V illa ’s forces com­ 
pletely surrounded 
ours, 
as might 
easily have happened, another Cus­ 
ter massacre would have resulted.” 


M any churches as well as many

And whosoever will let him 
take the water of life freely.” 


“ Jesus said,” declared the pastor, 
“ ‘Howbeit when he, the spirit 
of 
truth, is come, he will guide you into 
all truth 
’W e are 
lead to believe 
that the dispensation of the 
holy 
spirit did not cease with the Pente­ 
cost, but that we live 
in it 
today. 
Rut many churches today are pow­ 
erless because they are not led by 
the ho*v spirit. Many in the church­ 
es are without power and the world 
doesn't knoww hether they are mem­ 
bers of that church or not because 
they have not the spirit to guide 
them into all truth. 


“ The holy spirit is not only call­ 
ing those outside of the church hut 
those who are in the church. 
The 
words we speak and the things we 
do are given power and inflnence by 
the holy spirit. 
When we stand up 
and preach and teach the holy spirit 
applies our words to the hearts of 
our hearers. 
It is possible for one 
to reject the holy spirit until He has 
no power over him. 


‘^Sometimes 
we go 
through 
so 
much form ality in a service that our 
whole thought is on it and the holy 
spirit has no chance. 
A ll parts of 
a service should prepare hearts for 
the work of the holy spirit. 
It is 
an awful tiling that many hear and 
reject the truth over and over again 
until they 
become 
hardened 
and 
heedless of the truth. 
“ The spirit calls men. The church 
calls— if it isn’t 
calling 
meQ 
it 
isn’t doing its 
duty. 
The 
church 
that isn’t missionary and evangel­ 
istic will die. 
The individual Chris­ 
tian who doesn’t work 
at his 
job 
will lose out. 
Some 
people 
think 
they have a free 
ticket 
when they 
join church and pay a little. 
“ Religion is one of the most com­ 
mon sense things I know of. 
I f 
a 
man is interested 
in a town 
he’ll 
boost it; of a salesman is interested 
in his goods he’ll boost them; you 
and I should have enough interest 
in the church that we will work. Our 
own denomination was born in the 
midst 
of a revival and it has been 
leading in revival 
effort— when 
it 


fails to promote evangelism it 
will 
lose its candlesticks. 
Jesus Christ 
plan for 
saving 
Rushville 
is for 
His people to call 
men and bring 
them to Him. 
Go out and talk to 
your neighbors about business and 
your daily tasks and 
they’ll believe 
you. 
Go out in the same way 
and 
talk to them in the same way about 
Christ and they’ll 
believe you 
and 
have the same confidence as when 
you are talking on any other sub­ 
ject. 
“ If a church does not draw, a 
pastor and a few others can not get 
men in. Some churches are looking 
for a minister 
who will 
draw well 


and many ministers are wanting

Preparedness 
Sentiment. 
New York City is nut typ ical of 
the Uniied States, ah regards p re­ 
p aredness or anything else. 
In the 
matter of armament its verdict may 
be p articularly misleading, because 
its sentiment is, comp ared with mid­ 
dle-western and southern sentiment, 
p retty warlike. 
Still, its 
judgment 
means something. 
A referendum laken in connection 
with an ex p losion in the Grand Cen­ 
tral Palace 
within 
the 
last 
two 
weeks is imp ressive in the majori­ 
ties it gives for defense measures. 
To the question. “Are yoH in favor 
of p rep aredness!" there were 17.540 
affirmative answers and only 1286 
negative. 
The vote in favor of “a larger 
army” was 17,490 to 1463. 
The majority 
favoring a larger 
navy was still greater. 
As to the degree of military in­ 
crease, the vote on the p lans now 
under 
consideration 
by 
congress 
was close; 14,720 regarded them as 
adequate, and 12,180 thought they 
were inadequate. 
Few took the trouble to answer 
the question. 
“Would you p ledge 
yourself to serve one or two months 
if congress p asses the Continental 
Army p lan?” The vote was 1501 
yes and 1,116 no. 
But that indicated no la« ck of p a­ 
triots*!. 
There were 
17,030 
men 
who p ledged themselves to “enlist 
as volunteers in event of war’’ and 
only 49 who refused. 
And in this 
last verdict, at least. New York may 
l» e taken as genuinely rep resentative 
c£ American sentiment. 


Speaking of Doves. 
We seem to have the dove sised 
up wrong. It has been accep ted al­ 
most universally as the emblem of 
p eace. And now comes a Pittsburgh 
ornithologist named 
Norman 
Me- 
Clintock. buttressed with 
the 
au­ 
thority off the Audubon society, and 
avers that “the dove is not a bird 
of p eace, but one of the most p ug­ 
nacious of leathered 
fighters. 
In 
fact, the dove fights a large p urt of 
his waging hours. 
We give up . 
After this, can we 
jbelieve in anything! 
It was a dove that was sent forth 


over the face of the waters by Noah, 
and brought back an olive leaf— 
it* elf a sign of p eace—to foretell 
the end of the deluge. It is 'the dove 
that p oets have • celebrated - all 
through the ages as most typ ical of 
the soft delights of p eace. 
Iff our 
feathered idol is really an English 
sp arrow in disguise, if its soft coo 
is a delusion and its iri*ed p lumage 
a snare, can we have any faith left 
in any other tradition 6r convention­ 
al fancy f 
The war’s dreadfully up setting to 
p oetry, anyhow. 
We might just as 
well submit, and nominate the dove 
as our war-bird, and adop t the eagle 
as the emblem of p eace. 
For we’ve 
p robably been 
wrong 
about 
the 
eagle-bird, 
too. 
Who 
ever 
saw 
eagles fightf

SARAH T. BOLTON (17). 
The fir» t, and for many years the 
only literary woman this side of the 
Allegheny mountains w a s Sarah T. 
Bolton. 
She has rightly been culled 
“The First Singer in a New Land.” 
When only four years 
of age she, 
with her p arents moved from Ken­ 
tucky an*d settled in Madison, Indi­ 
ana. 
Here she grew- 
into woman­ 
hood, and at an early age married 
Nathaniel Bolton, 
an 
editor. 
Irt 
1822 he established the Indianap o­ 
lis Gazette, the p ioneer newsp ap er 
of this city, and his young bride ac­ 
comp anied him here on 
horseback. 
Suffering financial reverses 
in the 
p anic of 1837, 
the young eoup lf 
were reduced to utter want. 
Mrs. 
Bolton states that she herself was 
forced to make their garments from 
the wool off the sheep s back. 
She 
assisted her husband in the office, 
learned typ esetting, 
and adds that 
“the first rollers ever made in Indi­ 
anap olis were cast in my kitchen.” 
When her husband became State 
Librarian—“the then general utility 
man of the State House”—Sarah T. 
Bolton cheerfully assisted ban in his 
labors. 
She p rep ared without help 
the carp ets for the legislative halls, 
and p erformed other 
menial 
ser­ 
vices. 
It was in the midst of these 
surroundings that the story origin­ 
ated for that world famous p oem, 
“Paddle Your Own Canoe.” 
With 
p ap er and p encil at her side, she 
jotted down at intervals those in­ 
sp ired stanzas that have since been 
read wherever the English language 
is used. 
Other p oems soon follow­ 
ed, but it was difficult to interest the 
American p ublic in p oetry. Eastern 
editors feared to accep t the writings 
of this crude frontier woman, and 
refu>ed 
her manuscrip ts. 
After 
Harp ers returned a p oem unp unish­ 
ed it soon ap p eared in an English 
magazine, 
then cop ied by Harp er’s 
weekly, and highly p raised 
because 
it had been written by an American 
lady.

a fit soldier. The State furnishes the 
instruction in the trade, profession 
or 
occupation which the student 
elects to take.

The twenty-year farm loan plan 
mortgages 
are now b eing issued 
here. 
For some time the q uestion 
long time farm loans haa b een up­ 
permost in the United States and 
tjust now the proposition is b efore 
congressional committee at Wash­ 
ington. It is popularly known as the 
rural credits measure. The plan has 
b een in force in other countries io t 
many years. 
It appears now that the long term 
dan of farm loans will b e used in 
*thi« country b ecause 
the 
twenty- 
year farm loans can now b e placed 
at six percent interest, with no com­ 
mission; with the understanding that 
five per cent of the original prioci-; 
>al shall b e paid at the end of each 
year. 
This plan should appeal to 
those wishing a lofcg time loan, es-( 
ipecially since the loan is made with 
he payments fixed in sudh a way 
that should b e satisfactory to any 
b orrower. 
If it b ecomes necessai^y for the 
jorrower to pay his loan in full b e­ 
fore the end of five years he may 
do so, at the 
end of any year, b y 
special 
arrahgement, 
b y 
paying 
small b onus on unpaid principal for 
he remainder of the five years the 
sorrower may pay $100 or any mtil- 
iple thereof at any interest • time, 
and pay interest until time of pay­ 
ment. 
Interest ceases on all par- 
iai payments made. 
This twenty- 
year loan plan appears 
to b e the 
irst plan of this character to b e 
daeed b efore the farmers of this 
community.

S.in Antonio, Texas, March 15. — 


General 
Frederick 
Funston, coni- 


mander-in-chief 
<>f troops on 
the 


border, predicted today in an inter- 
view with the United Press that the 
chase for Villa will be a hard and 
difficult campaign. He said General 
Pershing, commander in the field, 
has his orders and will leave when 
ready. 


'•1 hope the American people ap- 


preciate," said Funston, " that this 
is going to be a hard and very diffi- 
cult campaign. It may be along one 
also. 


"One 
of the best features is the 


fact that the troops are in splendid 
shape. From a physical standpoint 
they could not be better. 
The time 


that most of them have had on the 
bonier has hardened and toughened 
them for just the sort of campaign 
they must undergo. But it is going 
to be a hard job. 


"Villa has fled to one of the most 


desolate countries 
in the 
world. 


What nature did not do for it in 
this respect the fighting factions in 
Mexico have done. Unless we go in 
there sufficiently supplied with food 
and fodder to take care of the pro- 
blems of subsistence 
entirely, we 


would be defeated 
by nature long 


before "we met Villa forces. 
There 


is nothing left in all the vast and 
naked region for us to buy or take." 


"I believe that 
our aeroplanes 


are going to be of great value to us 
in scouting work in this campaign. 
It will be the first time that we have 
ever used our planes under these 
conditions and I 'have great hope in 
their success. 


"I hope that the American people 


understand the reason for the ap- 
parent delay in crossing the border 
and starting the chase. 
It would 


have been sheer folly for us to have 
continued the chase the day of the 
raid. We bad about 250 men against 
Villa's 1500 and possibly more. Our 
men had 
no supplies 
with them. 


They might have continued a runn- 
ing fight and killed 
a few more 


Villistas but unless they could have 
actually captured Villa, no particu- 
larly military advantage would have 
been gained. Had Villa's forces com- 
pletely surrounded ours, as might 
easily nave happened, another Cos- 
ter massacre would; have resulted,"

SERMON BY W. M. WHITTSITT

because they are not guided by the 
holy spirit, was the thought of the 
sermon preached at the St. Paul's 
M. E. church revival last night by 
the pastor, the Rev. W. M. Whittsitt. 


For his text, the Rev. Mr. Whitsitt 


read the fifty-fifth c-hapter of Isaiah 
basing his sermon on the following: 
"And the spirit and the bride say, 
come and let him that heareth say 
come. And let him that is athirst 
come. 
And whosoever will let -him 


take the water of life freely." 


<;Jesus said," declared the pastor, 


' 'Howbeit when he, the spirit of 
truth, is come, he will guide you into 
all truth 
'We are lead to believe 


that the dispensation of the 
holy 


;pirit did not cease with the Pente- 
cost, but that we live in it today. 
But many churches today are pow- 
erless because they--are-not led by 
:b* holy spirit. Many in the church- 
es are without power and the norld 
doesn't knoww hether t'hey are raem- 
jers of that church or not because 
they have not the spirit to guide 
them into all truth. 


"The 
holy spirit is nol only call- 


ing those outside of the church hut 
those who are in the church. The 
words we speak and the things we 
do are given power and influence by 
the holy spirit. When we stand up 
and preach and teach the holy spirit 
applies our words to the hearts of 
our hearers. It is possible for one 
o reject the holy spirit until He has 
no power over him. 


:4Sometimes 
we go 
through 
so 


much formality in a service that our 
whole thought is on it and the holy 
spirit has no chance. All parts of 
a service should prepare hearts for 
:he work of the holy spirit. It is 
in awful thing that many hear and 
reject the truth over and over again 
until they 
become 
hardened 
and 


leedless of the truth. 


"The spirit calls men. The church 


calls—if it isn't 
calling men it 


sn't doing its duty. The church 
that isn't missionary and evangel- 
stic will die. The individual cliris- 
ian who doesn't work at his job 
will lose out. Some people think 
hey have a free ticket when they 
oin church and pay a little.

navy was still greater. 


As to the degree of military in- 


crease, the vote on the plans nor 
under 
consideration 
by 
congress- 


was close; 14,720 regarded them as 
adequate, and 12.180 thought they 
were inadequate. 


Few took tiie trouble to answer 


the question. 
"Would you pledge 


yourself tu sen e oue or two months 
it congress passes the Continental 
Army plan?" The vote was 1501 
yes and 1.110 no. 


But that indicated no la>ek of pa- 


triotism. There were 17,030 
men 


who pledged themselves to "snlist 
as volunteers in event of war" and 
only 40 who refused. 
And in this 


last verdict, at least, New York may

The first, and for many years tbe 


only literal1}" woman tJii.s side of the 
Allegheny mountains was Sarah T. 
Boltoti. She has riglrtly been railed 
'The First Singer in a Ne«- Land." 
When only four years 
of age she, 


with her parents moved from Ken- 
tucky and settled in Madison, hidi- 
ana. Here she grew 
into woman- 


hood, and at an early age married 
Nathaniel Bolton, 
an 
editor. 
In 


1822 he established the Indianapo- 
lis Gazette, 'the pioneer newspaper 
of this city, and his young bride ac- 
companied him here on 
horseback. 


Suffering tinaneial reverses 
in the 


panic of 1837, 
the 
young 
conplr 


were reduced to utter want. 
Mrs. 


Bolton states that she herself was 
forced to make their garments from 
the wool off the sheeps bark. 
She 


assisted her husband in the office, 
learned typesetting, 
and adds that 


"the first rollers ever made in Indi- 
anapolis were cast in my kitchen." 


AVhen 'her husband .became State 


Librarian—"the then general utility 
man of the State House '—Sarah T. 
Holton cheerfully assisted him in hi.- 
tabors. 'She prepared without help 


carpets for the legislative halls, 


and performed other 
menial 
ser- 


vices. It was in the midst of these 
surroundings that the story origin- 
ated for that world famous poem, 
Paddle Your Own Canoe." 
With 


paper and pencil at her side, she 
jotted down at intervals those in- 
spired stanzas that have since been 
read wherever the English language 
is used. Other poems soon fo'low- 
ed, but it was difficult to intere-t the 
American public in poetry. Eastern 
editors feared to accept the writings 
of this crude frontier woman, and 
refused 
her manuscripts.

British rule in India.

330,000,000 people in

Empire 
and 
consequently 
some 


strife 
is inevitable, in times of 


peace as well as in times of war. 
The responsible heads of the various 
castes, members of the Indian coun- 
cil, always are critical of the gov- 
ernment, but they 'are as loya.! as 
any British-statesman 
who criti- 


cizes his government on the floor of 
the House of Commons. 


"An example of this loyalty is 


shown in the fact that the Indian 
Council, at the beginning of the war, 
agreed that India should shoulder a 
heavy burden of the expense. India 
is doing this, but the burden is not 
forced by England, as has been al- 
leged. 
The burden is assumed vol- 


untarily. 
Indian Princes 
through- 


out the Empire have in many cases 
volulntarily 
given large 
amounts 


from their treasure stores to help 
the' home government. 
Indian na- 


tive troops have gone to almost ev- 
ery front and fought with tradition- 
al native vigor, bravely bearing all 
tilie hardships of campaigning with- 
out a murmur. 


"The native of India 
today 
is 


thoroughly loyal to King George V., 
whom he looks upon as his 
King- 


Emperor. 
This is not entirely due 


to British rule in India. It 
is ex- 


plained by the psychology of 
the 


native mind. Indians of all castes 
believe Kings are made through the 
workings of something more than 
human intelligence. 
A King, there- 


fore, wfoo rules the Indians, wheth- 
er he is the King-Emperor or a na- 
tive king, does so by reason of the 
fact that he has been so designated 
by something akin to the supernat- 
ural. 
The fact, that a King rules 


India establishes in the native mind 
that King's right to rule.

India's 
330,000,000 
people 


were inclined to revolt, the time for 
revolution 
would be during 
the 


greatest war. Every Indian knows 
this and still there (has been no con- 
certed effort to break 
away irom 


British rule. 


"Indian man power and money 


power will continue to aid Great 
Britain throughout the war and in 
future wars if necessary. Theie is 
nothing to worry about in India " .

"We oagbt to have in this coun- 


try a great system of industrial and 
vocational education, under Federal 
guidance; and U will be iperfetftly 
feasible and highly desirable tc. ad<3 
to that and combine With it such 
training in the mechanism and use 
and cane of arms, in the sanitation 
of the camp, in the simpler form of 
maneuver and organicatioa, as will 
make these same men industrially 
and individually servicable for na- 
tional defense. 


"The point about such a system 


will be tJhat its emphaeis will lie on 
the industrial and civil side of life, 
so that men win "think first of their 
families and dairy 'wor* aid their 
services in ithe economic fields oC 
the country, and only last of all to 
their servicaoility to the nation 
as 


soldiers and me* at arms. That is 
the ideal 
of America." Mr. Boyce 


in part says: 


'•To start the Arnly 
Vocational 


Schools, all that is necessary is for 
{the United States Army training 
barracks (for drilling and living 
purposes) to be added to the State 
colleges, with a corps of military in 
strnctors, eqrupihent, etc., ah of 
which can easily b* provided by tb$ 
Federal Government. All the ex- 
penses of this fld&tion Bust be 
borne by the United States, which 
furnishes board, lodging atd rioth- 
ing for the young men wto take the 
course. The 4Joverament does this 
in exchange for the student's ser- 
•vices while he is being trained to ber 


a fit soldier. The State furnisnes the 
instruction in the trade, profession 
or
